Aerospace  Expert 

The  dynamic  Paul  RodgefS,  chairman  of  the  Board  for  Air  One,  Inc.  was  the 
first  speaker  to  address  the  Quincy  College  President's  Board  of  Associates. 
Having  spoken  to  over  1900  audiences  and  67  during  the  past  year,  Rodgers 
traced  the  phenomenal  growth  of  the  aerospace  industry.  "It  took  Columbus 
91  days  to  cross  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  today  we  can  orbit  the  earth  in  90 
minutes,"  he  said. 

Rodgers  has  spent  the  last  forty  years  promoting  air  travel  and  he  claimed, 
"we  haven't  even  scratched  the  heavens,"  in  terms  of  possible  accomplish- 
ments. He  suggested  that  educational  institutions  like  Quincy  College  take  a 
hard  look  at  the  aerospace  industry,  and  through  its  scholarship,  help  provide 
guidance  for  the  future. 

The  speaker  lauded  the  efforts  of  Quincy's  Parker  Gates  and  Joe  Bonan- 
singa,  planning  commissioners  for  Quincy's  beautiful  airport.  At  the  time  of 
construction,  Paul  Rodgers  was  an  important  consultant  for  Quincy's  gateway 
to  the  world.

Singer,  Actor,  And  Humanitarian 

Tom  Sullivan,  blind  since  birth,  shared  personal  stories  and  lessons  in  his  life, 
entertaining  the  audience  with  his  humor,  sprinkling  his  anecdotes  with  songs. 
He  made  his  listeners  recognize  that  all  peoples  have  "inconveniences"  and 
they  can  be  turned  into  advantages. 

Presently, Jom  is  involved  with  a  sequel  to  "If  You  Could  See  What  I  Hear," 
the  story  of  his  life  which  he  wrote  and  produced.  He  has  written  four  books 
and  recently  finished  an  album.  Tom  appeared  on  Good  Morning  America, 
entered  a  Marathon,  and  for  the  past  three  years  has  been  lecturing  around 
the  country. 

Tom's  talk  about  his  fight  to  enter  a  sighted  world  on  an  equal  basis, 
stimulated  his  college  audience  and  helped  them  to  reach  the  commitment 
of  their  own  specialness.  He  conveyed  that  life  is  a  celebration  and  that  the 
world  is  special,  His  golden  retriever  pet  Dianna  travels  with  him  everywhere.

Forgotonia  Shouldn't  Exist 

Illinois  Attorney  Neil  Hartigan  discusses  his  experiences  as  one  of  the  state's 
highest  ranking  constitutional  officers  before  the  President's  Forum.  A  former 
Illinois  Lt.  Governor,  the  speaker  has  been  a  proponent  of  controls  on  hazard- 
ous and  toxic  waste  and  launced  an  effort  to  end  abuses  of  the  elderly  in 
Illinois  nursing  homes. 

He  called  for  state  unity  and  pledged  to  insure  that  West-Central  Illinois  is 
not  forgotten.  "The  state  is  not  Chicago  and  Springfield,  we're  102  counties. 
We  are  one  state  and  one  people."  Turning  his  attention  to  the  vital  need  for 
transportation  in  the  Quincy  area,  he  promised,  "There  will  be  a  road  to 
Quincy  if  I  ever  get  there  to  do  something  for  Illinois  on  a  unified  basis." 

A  likely  1986  gubernatorial  candidate,  he  displayed  sincere  interest  in  im- 
proving consumer  protection  services,  establishing  victim  witness  advocacy 
programs  and  aiding  the  disabled.

Alan  E,  Reidel,  senior  vice  president  of  Administration  for  Cooper  Industries, 
called  Quincy  an  important  city  for  operation.  He  detailed  how  Gardner- 
Denver  merged  with  Cooper  in  1979  and  how  the  merger  helped  the  Quincy 
company  weather  the  disasterous  petroleum  equipment  market  three  years 
later. 

Had  there  been  no  merger,  Reidel  said,  Gardner-Denver  would  have  seen 
substantial  losses  in  1983  and  1984  when  its  markets  were  glutted  and  oil  and 
gas  exploration  tapered  off. 

The  petroleum  equipment  business  is  still  poor  and  wage  and  operating 
costs  in  Illinois  are  still  high,  but  Cooper  is  sticking  by  its  petroleum  division  in  the 
belief  that  the  oil  and  gas  market  will  recover.

President  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  Illinois  Bell  Telephone  Company, 
Ormand  J.  Wade,  told  the  President's  Forum  that  "Our  main  goal  is  to  protect 
the  universal  service  provided  by  Illinois  Bell  by  seeking  more  ways  to  control 
local  prices  so  that  everyone  who  wishes  to  utilize  the  phone  system  may  do 
so  without  the  hea^'y  burden  of  high  cost." 

Wade  aeN'eloped  the  great  number  of  changes  in  the  company  during  the 
past  four  years  because  of  the  breakup  of  the  Bell  system  and  going  from  a 
regulated  to  a  competitive  based  business.  "Competition  is  now  the  gover- 
nor of  the  market  place,"  he  said. 

He  lauded  the  citizens  of  Quincy,  remarking  that  "You  are  blest  to  live  in  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  cities  I've  ever  seen."

In  a  Commencement  address  which  challenged  today's  graduates  to  a  life 
of  service  for  the  poor  and  needy,  Fr.  Bruce  Ritter,  OEM,  Conv.,  Founder  and 
President  of  Covenant  House,  showed  how  his  own  inspiration  to  become 
involved  with  young  runaways  came  from  Catholic  college  students. 

He  developed  the  concept  that  we  live  mostly  according  to  the  expecta- 
tions of  others,  and  thus  deny  ourselves  the  achievement  of  adulthood  "We 
must  begin  to  live  up  to  our  personal  self-expectations  and  not  become  the 
myths  that  we  have  believed  about  ourselves.  Don't  do  anything  unless  we 
do  it  for  love.  We  become  what  we  do,"  Fr.  Bruce  said 

Fr.  Ritter  has  attained  national  prominence  as  a  result  of  his  media  engage- 
ments and  his  many  appearances  before  government  groups  on  behalf  of 
homeless  and  runaway  youth.  He  has  given  thousands  of  talks  to  elicit  support 
in  helping  the  children  on  the  street.

The  1984-85  edition  of  the  Quincy  College  women's  basketball  team 
had  an  up  and  down  season.  The  Hawkettes  started  the  season  with  an 
eight-game  winning  streak,  with  that  streak  being  broken  by  Aquinas 
College  in  the  finals  of  the  National  Catholic  Basketball  Tournament. 
The  Hawkettes  then  went  on  to  win  nine  out  of  ten,  with  their  only  loss 
to  Northeastern  Illinois.  After  two  losses  to  NCAA  Division  I  University  of 
Illinois-Chicago  and  to  Chicago  State,  the  Hawkettes  advanced  to  the 
finals  of  the  NAIA  District  20  tournament,  where  they  lost  again  to 
Northeastern  Illinois,  Northeastern  Illinois  eventually  lost  in  the  quarterfi- 
nals of  the  NAIA  National  Tournament. 

Four  people  who  were  extremely  important  in  the  development  of 
QC  basketball  over  that  past  four  years  finished  their  careers.  Patty 
Harris  ended  her  four  years  at  QC  as  the  all-time  leading  scorer,  Andrea 
Falter  as  the  fourth  all-time  leading  rebounder,  and  Kathy  Wasson 
finished  in  the  top  ten  among  scorers.  Frank  Longo  completed  his  sixth 
year  at  QC  leaving  with  an  overall  record  of  108-47.  With  three 
starters  returning  and  three  key  reserves  also  coming  back,  the  Haw- 
kettes will  be  a  contender  as  always  in  1985-86.

Offensively,  QC  was  led  by  Patty 


Harris,  Sherrie  Matthews,  and  Ken- 
dra  Thompson.  Harris  was  named 
to  the  NAIA  Ail-American  team, 
and  Mathews  was  a  second-team 
selection.  Both  Harris  and  Mat- 
thews hold  the  record  of  most  hits 
in  a  career  at  QC  with  153.  Thomp- 
son led  the  Hawkettes  in  average, 
RBI's,  stolen  bases  and  hustle. 

The  key  to  QC's  season  was  its 
improved  pitching.  Lori  Damhorst 
was  an  All-District  20  selection,  fin- 
ishing the  season  at  24-3.  Fresh- 
man Jill  Vogel,  who  had  never 
pitched  on  the  varsity  level  in  high 
school,  was  13-4  with  a  0.60  ERA.
